Long before dawn breaks on New 
Year's Day in Southern California 
thousands of people will have spent 
the last hours of 1970 and the first 
of 1971 getting ready for the big 
celebration that is highly anticipated 
and enthusiastically received by mil- 
lions across the nation and — via 
satellite transmission — the world.

Throughout the night the flower 
bedecked floats have been maneu- 
vered into position, the people who 
will drive or ride on them have all 
assembled and the judging has been 
completed. Bands and marching units 
are warming up, horses stir rest- 
lessly, wanting to begin that proud 
parade journey, and along the boule- 
vard thousands of happy people, 


bundled against the chill of early 
morning, drink coffee and swap mem- 
ories of other parades with their 
friendly neighbors. 

Morning arrives at last and the 
odds are very good that it will be a 
clear and lovely day. There is a last 
minute flurry of final instructions and 
then... it’s underway... the 82nd 
Annual Tournament of Roses! The 
first gasps of delight and applause 


ring out as the magnificent floats 
sweep by. There are smiles and 
friendly waves as riders pass on 
prancing horses. The bands step 
briskly in unison, their music a joyous 
chorus to the new year. 

Each year it seems grander and 
each year we hate to see the parade 
end. But the floats remain on display 
for another day at Victory Park where 
nearly a million people will go for 
a last close-up view. 

The end of the parade means that 
soon the classic Rose Bowl Game will 
thrill thousands of fans who were 
fortunate enough to get seats in the 
famous Rose Bowl Stadium and count- 
less millions of others who will watch 
the action at home. As the final 
whistle is blown, dusk begins to 
descend. Another glorious Southern 
California New Year’s Day slips into 
history. 


Whittier’s Float Takes Shape 


Whittier’s entry into the 1970 Rose 
Parade is a charming creation of 
delightful characters and bright col- 
ors. This year’s parade theme is 
“Thru The Eyes Of A Child’’ and the 
float, selected by the Whittier Area 
Rose Float Association from an idea 
submitted by A. Lea Vanderbyll, a 
Whittierite, depicts a scene from the 
turn of the century titled ‘‘getting a 
hair cut.’’ 


The colorful float will be covered 
with Vanda orchids, red, yellow and 


white mums, and red roses, with 


barks and seeds from various trees 
used for details. 

The float is slated to be decorated 
by young people from a 1st Christian 
Church youth group. This group of 
hard working, enthusiastic young 
people has been coming down to work 
at Coleman Enterprises for 4 or 5 
years and there will be 60-70 as- 
signed to the Whittier float. The group 
lodges in the basement of a Pasadena 
church for 4 days while working on 
the floats and will be continuously 
busy up until about 8:00 p.m. on 
December 31st 
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Coleman Enterprises has had floats 
in the famous Rose Parade for 65 
years! The company was started by 
Isabella Coleman who has _ retired 
from active participation but serves 
as Vice President. President Jim Bar- 
rowman designs most of the floats 
and supervises the sculpture and 
construction. 

The company produces from 8 to 
13 floats for the Rose Parade each 
year and the operation has become 
a year-round enterprise. The month 
of January is used for cleaning up 
after the furious pace of pre-parade 
activity. February is given over to 
vacations. In March the theme of the 
next parade is announced and Cole- 
man Enterprises is off and running 


again. By September the staff has 
increased to 25 or 30 people and the 
tempo picks up, culminating in the 
final weeks and hours before New 
Year’s Day. 

Whittier can once again be very 
proud of its float entry into the Rose 
Parade. President Lorne Brown, mem- 
bers of the Whittier Area Rose Float 
Association, and the hundreds of in- 
dividuals and businesses who have 
made or will be making financial con- 
tributions, are to be congratulated!
